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« WASHINGTON CALLING 
By Marquis Childs 


WASHINGTON. - Perhaps the 
most curious appointment the Ei­ 
senhower Administration has yet 
made is that of Robert E. Lee to 
be a member of the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission. Lee has 
no visible qualifications in exper­ 
ience or background for the post 
and his selection seems to have 
surprised him as much as it did 
his friends. 
He has been associated with 
those who lead and finance the 
extreme 
reactionary 
isolationist 
right. That is the reason, apart 
from his lack of experience in the 
communications field, why some 
Senators have questioned his nom­ 
ination. 
First an accountant, then an 
FBI agent, Lee became director of 
investigations for the House Appro­ 
priations Committee. In this latter 
capacity he came to know Senator 
Joseph McCarthy, Republican, of 
Wisconsin. From the files of the 
House committee came the list of 
alleged Communists in 
govern­ 
ment — ranging from more than 
200 down to 57 as McCarthy spoke 
in various places — which first 
gave the Senator national prom­ 
inence. 
A little later when McCarthy set 
out to defeat Senator Millard Ty- 
dings with charges of a whitewash 
in the inquiry into Communists in 
government, Lee gave McCarthy 
help. It was not shown, however, 
that he had any part in the “back 
street” aspect of that campaign 
which was condemned by a Senate 
committee. 
Much of the questioning of Lee 
during a brief hearing into his 
nomination by the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee turned on 
his relationship with H. L. Hunt 
and the Facts Forum that Hunt 
finances out of his fabulous for­ 
tune in oil. Facts Forum gets well 
over a million dollars a year in 
free radio and television time with 
the claim that it is an importial 
presentation of current issues and 
therefore an educational program 
entitled to free time. Hunt can 
charge the other costs off as an 
income tax deduction and he ap­ 
peals for contributions on the score 
of the deductibility. 
Recently Fact Forum’s claim to 
impartiality has been challenged. 
The most thorough analysis of 
Hunt’s whole operation thus far 
has been in a series of articles by 
reporter Ben 
Bagdikian in the 
Providence, Rhode Island, Joumal- 
JBulletin. The series concluded that 
The “net effect” is “to disseminate 
fear, suspicion and divisive propa­ 
ganda.” 
Facts Forum has sponsored the 
literature of racists and dema­ 
gogues, some of whom are con­ 
nected with fascist organizations 
on the attorney general’s subver­ 
sive list. After a careful survey of 
the Facts Forum radio and TV 
programs, reporter Bagdikian con­ 
cluded that the pattern, 
in 
the 
“both sides” broadcasts 
was to 
make isolationism, reaction apd 
McCarthyism the 
alternative 
to 
treason or stupidity. He wrote: 
“The results of this, if carried 
into the entire field of mass com­ 
munications, could be to increase 
the pressures dividing segments of 
American society, 
to 
increase 
group hatreds and to implant sus­ 
picions which did not exist before.” 
Senator Mike Monroney, Demo­ 
crat of Oklahoma, a member of 
the commerce committee, asked 
Lee about 
his 
connection 
with 
Hunt. He replied that he had been 
moderator on Facts Forum’s first 
three television shows for which 
he had been Daid $400. Later he 
said he returned $100 of this to 
Hunt. But he also said that he 
believed Facts Forum to be im-

Washington And You 
By Margaret Chase Smith 


WASHINGTON. - It is reported 
that the Senate Republicans have 
a small crisis on their hands with 
the Senate Interior Committee un­ 
expectedly reporting out and ap­ 
proving by a narrow margin a 
bill to grant statehood to Hawaii - 
and Alaska. Statehood for Hawaii 
has been fully xpected 
to 
get 
Republican approval in this ses­ 
sion and perhaps passage by the 
Congress. But up until the time 
the Senate Interior Committee re­ 
ported out the combination bill 
there were no real hopes to get a 
vote on the proposal of granting 
statehood to Alaska. 
This issue of statehood has too 
long now been charged with sheer 
partisan politics for which there 
is 
absolutely 
no 
justification. 
Statehood for Hawaii should not 
be a partisan matter since both 
the Republican Party and the Dem­ 
ocratic Party have 
repeatedly 
pledged themselves in their party 
platforms to statehood for Hawaii. 
Both parties have run on that 
pledge - and have beeh elected 
by the people on 
that 
pledge. 
Statehood for Alaska should not be 
a partisan matter since both the 
Republican Party and the Demo­ 
cratic Party have repeatedly pledg­ 
ed themselves in their party plat­ 
forms to statehood for Alaska. Both 
parties have run on that pledge — 
and have been elected by the 
people on that pledge. I repeat 
the very same statemnt on Alaska 
as on Hawaii for emphasis. 
Why should the Republicans want 
to keep their pledge on Hawaii and 
not on Alaska? Because the Re­ 
publicans 
believe 
that 
Hawaii 
would elect two Republican Sena­ 
tors and fear that Alaska would 
elect two Democratic Senators. 
But this is not one-sided partisan 
politics. The Democrats are play­ 
ing the game the same way only 
in reverse. They don’t want state­ 
hood for Hawaii because they fear 


ciety. This is no idle fear. The 
power of the FCC over the mass 
communications industry, together 
with the timidity of those who con­ 
trol that dim industry, add up to 
discourage anything vaguely “con­ 
troversial” and encourage reaction 
and divisive fears. 
When former President Truman 
used the word “McCarthyis i” in 
his reply to the Brownell charge 
that he had knowingly appointed 
a Russian spy to high office, Sen­ 
ator McCarthy demanded equal 
time on radio and TV networks. 
He 
warned 
that if any stations 
carrying the Truman talk failed to 
carry his speech, he would enter a 
complaint with the FCC. On the 
commission is his friend, Lee, and 
a second commissioner, John Doer- 
fers formerly active in Wisconsin 
politics and appointed with the 
approval of McCarthy 
and the 
senior Senator from Wisconsin, 
Alexander Wiley. 
Recently Hunt made a personal 
application 
in 
competition with 
others for a television channel in 
Corpus Christi, Texas. He was per­ 
mitted to change his application 
and then was awarded an uncon­ 
tested channel by unamimous vote 
of the FCC, including the vote of 
Commissioner Lee. 
One of the officials of the Eisen­ 
hower Administration deeply con­ 
cerned over the threat of passage 
of the Bricker Amendment has 
heard that Hunt three or four 
times put up money to inspire a 
flood of telegrams favorable to the 
amendment. 
While this 
report 
could not be verified since neither 
Hunt nor anyone for him would 
answer a query, it may well be 
true. 
The 
Bricker Amendment, 
crippling the capacity of the Execu­ 
tive to carry out foreign policy 
and thereby repudiating the Presi­ 
dent’s leadership, is in line with 
Hunt’s anti-foreign, nationalist fix­ 
ation. Yet the Administration has 
put one of Hunt’s friends in a key 
position in the communications 
system. 


it would add two more Republicans 
to the Senate. In reverse they want 
statehood for Alaska because they 
think it will mean two more Demo­ 
cratic Senators. 
So my hat is off to those mem­ 
bers of the Senate Interior Com­ 
mittee who voted in support of 
reporting out the combination bill 
to give statehood to both Hawaii 
and Alaska. It took considerable 
political courage for them to do 
so. But they kept the faith with 
the people in keeping the cam­ 
paign pledges of their political 
parties, whether they be Demo­ 
crats or Republicans. 
I am most impressed by the 
political courage of the Republi­ 
cans on the committee who voted 
for statehood for Alaska as well 
as Hawaii. It was more difficult 
for them to do this than for the 
Democrats to vote for Hawaii - 
for the simple reason that nominal 
control of the Senate as to the 
legislative agenda is in the hands 
of the Republicans. 
Surely by this time after all the 
hearings and debate on the pro­ 
posed statehood for Hawaii and 
Alaska the members of the Senate 
have decided in their minds 
if 
either or both is ready for state­ 
hood. Surely the matter on both 


Hawaii and Alaska should go to 
the Senate for a vote. Surely state­ 
hood for Alaska should not be bot­ 
tled up in committee if statehood 
for Hawaii is reported to the Senate 
floor for a vote. 
Therein lies the irrefutable logic 
and justice of the combination bill 
which brings Alaskan statehood as 
well as Hawaiian statehood to the 
Senate for a vote in this session. 
Surely it is as good an example of 
bi-partisanship as has happened in 
the Senate in recent times. 
Whether Hawaii elects two Re­ 
publicans or Alaska elects two 
Democrats may be of political im­ 


portance to the respective political 
parties. But the national impor­ 
tance and the role of Hawaii and 
Alaska in the national security and 
the national economy is of far 
greater importance than political 
considerations.

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WILDLIFE AUTHORITY TO 
APPEAR AT WARREN FIELD & 
STREAM CLUB MEETING 
Dr. Logan J. Bennett, newly ap­ 
pointed Executive Director of the 
Pennsylvania Game Commission, 
will speak on “Managing Our Wild­ 
life Resources” 
at 
the 
regular 
meeting of the Warren Field and 
Stream Club in Irvinedale School 
on Tuesday, February 9, at 7:30 
P. M. This is an excellent oppor­ 
tunity for area sportsmen to see 
and hear an authority on wildlife 
management. 
Dr. Bennett became well and 
favorably known to sportsmen in 
Pennsylvania during the period 
1938-1947 while serving as leader 
of the Pennsylvania Wildlife Co­ 
operative Unit at State College. 
During this period he appeared at 
a Warren Field & Stream Club 
meeting and his talk on the native 
grouse is still being discussed in 
local sportsmen circles. During 
this period he also served the U. 
S. Navy from July, 1943 to Decem­ 
ber, 1945 as head of the Navy's 
malaria control unit in the South­ 
west Pacific. 
In 1947 Bennett was transferred 
to the Washington Office of the U. 
S. Fish and Wildlife Service, serv­ 
ing as Chief of the Cooperative 
Wildlife Research Program until 
September, 19’48 when he became 
Chief of the Research Branch. 
Born in Festus, Missouri, in 1907, 
Dr. Bennett received his B. 
S. 
from 
Central 
College. 
Fayette, 
Missouri, and later worked for his 
advanced degrees at Iowa State 
College. In 1937 he received his 
doctorate for work on the ecology 
and 
management 
of 
the 
B ee­ 
winged Teal, a study later publish­ 
ed in book form which became a 
classic in the field of wildlife liter­ 
ature. He has written several other 
books and innumerable articles on 
wildlife, hunting and dogs. He is an 
expert on the training of bird dogs,

‘EDUCATED’ DEER 
MEAN LIGHT KILL 
Doe deer become educated "hun­ 
ter-wise” during the antlered sea­ 
son, but most sportsmen apparent­ 
ly are unaware of this fact, accord­ 
ing to field observations made by 
Dr. Ward M. Sharp, leader of the 
Cooperative Wildlife Research Unit 
at the Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity. 
A general scarcity of hunters 
afield was revealed in the recent 
two-day antlerless deer season in 
Centre county. As a result the doe 
kill of deer fell below the most 
conservative estimates in 
that 
area, reported Dr. Sharp. 
More skill, time, and patience 
must be devoted to the quest of 
this wary, intelligent segment of 
the deer population if hunters are 
to be successful, the expert em­ 
phasizes.

WEASEL BOUNTY TO BE 
REMOVED 
The Pennsylvania Game Com­ 
mission, at its January meeting, 
acted to remove the weasel from 
the bounty list effective June I, 
1954. The Game Commission has 
paid $1 for the hide of this little 
animal for years. 
Other bounty rewards will re­ 
main the same as at present until 
June I, 1955. They are: $4 for 
each gray or red fox and $5 for 
each great horned owl, adult or 
fledgling, killed during all months 
excepting November and Decem­ 
ber. 
Reasons given for removing the 
bounty from the weasel are: I. No 
positive proof exists that weasels 
limit the amount of small game 
for hunting. 2. The high fur value 
of the animal 
assures 
a 
large 
annual harvest without special re­ 
ward. 3. At least three-quarters of 
all weasels taken would have been 
killed at farms 
and elsewhere 
whether a bounty was paid or not. 
4. Food habit studies show a great 
preponderance of the animal’s diet 
is mice and other small rodents. 
Trappers and hunters in Warren 
county earned $14 in December for 
weasels. And earned $4 and $5, 
respectively, for each of 21 grey 
fox and 69 red fox turned in. A 
total of $374 was paid in bounty 
commissions during that month. In 
Pennsylvania the bounty cost was 
$16,106, in December and the total 
for the year of 1953 was $74,103.

GAME COMMISSION TO 
OPERATE HOWARD NURSERY 
On the 1st of January, this year, 
the Pennsylvania Game Commis­ 
sion leaded the Howard Nursery 
from the U. S. Soil Conservation 
Service. The agreement is on a 
year-to-year basis. 
The nursery is located two miles 
southwest of the town of Howard, 
in Centre County. It was originally 
established by the Soil Conserva­ 
tion Service. It was operated on a 
rental basis by the Pennsylvania 
Department of Forests and Waters 
for nearly seven years, 
ending 
December 31, 1953. 
The size of the property is al­ 
most 77 acres, about three-fourths 
of which are used for the produc­ 
tion of tree and shrub seedlings. 
The Game Commission plans to 
use seedlings grown in the How­ 
ard Nursery on state game lands, 
farm game projects 
and 
other 
areas it leases in the state, to 
provide better food and cover con­ 
ditions for wildlife.

PANOPLY WITHOUT HEART 
Maurice Evans’ stage perform­ 
ance 
of William 
Shakespeare’s 
“ Richard II” in 1937 was one of 
the most memorable theatrical ex­ 
periences of our time. Hardly ever 
in the annuals of the stage has an 
actor been so deluged with praise 
from the critics. 
Richard Watts of The New York 
Herald Tribune called it “ a master­ 
piece of distinguished acting .... 
it stands high among the disting­ 
uished Shakespearean performanc­ 
es of this generation.” Brooks At 
kinson in “ The New York Times” 
commented: “ Maurice Evans de­ 
serves a sort of reverence for his 
triumphant performance. It is the 
genius of great acting.” The other 
notices were similarly ecstatic, 
conceivably the finest set of notices 
any actor ever got.

I bring it all up now because 
the same Maurice Evans again 
donned the elegant costumes of 
Richard n in a two hour television 
version of the play last Sunday on 
NBC-TV. 
It should 
have 
been, 
another triumph. It wasn’t - and 
it’s rather difficult to figure out 
why. I saw Evans’ 1937 Richard 
and, if I had been a reviewer 
then, I would have echoed the wild 
plaudits of the critics. 
But the Evans of today is not 
the Evans of 1937 at all. For one 
thing, he is sixteen years older; 
much of the youth and the fire 
and the sheer shimmering beauty 
of the performance has been lost. 
The 1937 Richard II was his first 
big role in this country. He had 
earlier attracted quite a lot of 
attention playing the Dauphin in 
Katherine Cornell’s “ Saint Joan,” 
but this was his first starring role. 
He gave the role not only all his 
artistry but all of his heart. 
Today, the artistry remains; the 
heart, it seems to me, doesn’t. The 
Evans “ Richard H” of last Sunday 
was a cold exercise in technique 
and this, of all roles, cannot be 
carried by technique alone. Rich­ 
ard, the playboy king who bank­ 
rupted England, foolish, vain, ar­ 
rogant, was anything but a sym­ 
pathetic figure. Yet his downfall - 
on the state, at least — is heart­ 
rending. The TV version left me 
almost totally unmoved and I think 
this is because Evans never es­ 
tablished himself as a human 
being; he was more a magnificent­ 
ly costumed vocal chord. 
* 
* 
* 
The Evans voice is a superb 
instrument and some of Shakes­ 
peare’s finest, most gemlike poetry 
poured forth from the Evans lips 
with great clarity and precision 
and musical sonority. I could hear 
it; I just couldn’t feel it. 
“ Richard II” was sponsored by 
the Hallmark Greeting Card com­ 
pany which shelled out $175,000 for 
the two hour TV drama. (Infla­ 
tionary note: Evans’ 1937 stage 
version, which was magnificent, 
cost just under $25,000.) It was 
staged in the old Warner Brothers 
film studio in Brooklyn, an im­ 
mense lot, and its twelve settings, 
one of them almost a whole castle 
wall, were probably the most am­ 
bitious hunks of scenery ever seen 
on television. 
I happen to like Shakespearean 
splendor and opulence. 
Shakes­ 
peare was writing of English kings 
— the English reverence for their 
own throne is not even dimly un­ 
derstood in this country ___ and 
the grandeur and panoply of king- 
lood should be evident. If they 
are not, some of the outsize pas­ 
sions of kinghood, which in Shakes­ 
peare seem a lot larger than those 
of ordinary mortals, are dimmed. 
In this respect, the Hallmark pro­ 
duction was just fine. 
* « « 
There were also, I thought, some 
very distinguished performances 
>y Kent Smith as Bolingbroke, by 
frederick Worlock as the ^ged 
John of Gaunt; by Sarah Churchill 
as King Richard’s Queen. There 
was even some stirring acting in 
the smaller roles — by Bruce Gor­ 
don as Thomas Mowbray and by 
Whitford Kane in a bit as a gar­ 
dener. 
While the cameras occasionally 
got a little too bemused with the 
scenery at the cost of the actors, 
George Schaefer’s direction was in 
general excellent and a miracle of 
technical perfection.

higher rates. 
The price of third class mail 
went up as probably 
it 
should 
have. At the same time there has 
been a gradual increase in the 
cost of mailing your newspapers 
and magazines. 
President Eisenhower has given 
his approval to a bill which will 
raise the cost of mailing news­ 
papers forty-two percent. This cost 
already has been upped ten per­ 
cent on two recent occasions. 
The low cost of mailing news­ 
papers was established in this free 
country to assure freedom of the 
press and to protect the average 
reader. The city reader buys his 
paper on the street and the postal 
increase means nothing. But those 
who must receive their papers by 
mail are finding the cost going up 
and if the forty-two percent pro­ 
posal goes through there will be 
sufficient cost involved to make 
subscription rates bounce upward. 
Magazines depend on the mails 
for a large share of their circula­ 
tion and they will find this an 
item to add to their already mount­ 
ing cost problem in field that is 
loaded with competition. 


Though press 
associations are 
saying that the big papers will not 
suffer as much as the small town 
papers, we believe the weight of 
those city dailies will prove very 
costly if we jump second class 
prices in 
chunks like forty-two 
percent. And they 
are just 
as 
hungry for every scrap of circula­ 
tion as the small town publications 


But it is true that such papers 
as small town dailies and weeklies 
have a large percentage of mail 
subscribers. The weeklies are a1 
most a hundred percent mail del­ 
ivery. Weekly paper subscribers 
can depend on increased prices if 
the government removes part of

the subsidy on free press. 
To Make It Worse 
While the press is being forced 
to pay more for its mail delivery 
the government is making peddlers 
out of its mailmen. It has now 
ruled that third class mail does 
not have to be addressed. If there 
are 4,000 homes in a town you can 
dump that many third class adver­ 
tising or publicity pieces in the 
mail and the carriers will take 
one to every house. 
This makes it necessary for the 
mailman to stop at every home 
on his route, and if very many 
take advantage of the ruling there 
will be days when more mailmen 
may be needed, either for smaller 
routes or to double 
up 
on 
the 
handling of existing ones. 
There is some question whether 
this is economy, and certainly it 
is a slap at free press. This will 
not be fully answered until it has 
been thoroughly tried by the many 
who eventually will become aware 
of the possibilities. 
One of the first of these is Lever 
Brothers Co. It is planning to mail 
free entry blanks for its Lever’s 
Lucky Lottery to thirty million 
addresses in this country. 
Here is another swing at the 
press. Newspaper publishers, and 
radio station operators also, have 
been forced to be very careful 
about the acceptance of advertising 
that suggests there is a lottery 
involved. But the post office de­ 
partment has ruled that the Lever 
lottery is legal and can be circula­ 
ted through the mails. We believe 
a slight stretching of fact is being 
done here and we are sure the 
public should be very interested. 
The first prize is $100,000, but 
the post office solicitor contends 
there is no consideration involved. 
He says there is no purchase, 
chance, admission ticket, payment, 
or substantial effort required. He 
says if it is required only to sign 
your name at a store to be eligible, 
consideration is not deemed to be 
present. 
There is a fine line here that 
doesn't set well with us. We are 
sure some effort is required to 
even go to a store, obtain a blank 
and sign a name. The degree of 
effort is one for which we never 
have seen a measuring device. We 
suspect the public is getting the 
worst of this latest post office 
balancing act, and the post office 
includes the mailman who lugs 
those bags. 


Candy To Cost More 


The Wall Street Journal reports 
that the cost of candy soon will be 
increased by such leaders in the 
field as Hershey, Nestles, and the 
makers of Powerhouse. Though the 
price increase will show only in 
large quantities, 
the price per 
ounce will go up by reducing the 
five cent bars 12 1-2 percent in 
size. 
Another effort to keep the size 
up and the price down is the sub­ 
stitute of less costly materials for 
chocolate in the covering. The cost 
of chocolate has boomed because 
of diseased cocoa beans in Africa 
and improved conditions in Europe 
which have resulted in a demand 
for chocolate in France, England, 
and West Germany.

Coffee Continues Up 


Coffee breaks may become more 
expensive before relief arrives. 
And it may take two years of 
good crops to meet the growing 
demand. It was cold at the wrong 
time in Brazil last year and the 
crop suffered. A few bugs got into 
the act also. 
Add to this the fact that coffee 
drinkers are increasing either in 
number or in thirst, or both, and 
you find thirty-three million bags 
(133 pounds each) being consumed 
annually. Brazil may produce a 
total of 14 million such bags this 
year, and Brazil provides about 
ialf the coffee. 
Those who know the coffee mar­ 
ket claim the increased use of the 
bean has been covered up by the 
heavy stocks placed in reserve 
during the war. They numbered 
about nine million. They now are 
down to three million and will 
dwindle further unless the coffee 
princes decide to hold it at that 
Jigure. 
Relief from this situation will not 
come unless Brazil has two good 
yearly crops and finds ways of 
raising more. Meanwhile, tea is 
growing in demand. Try some. 
Milk isn’t hard to take either. 


Everyday Psychology 
by Dr. Norman C. Morgan 


Religion, law and order, psychia­ 
tric understanding of distorted per­ 
sonalities will never succeed in 
preventing catastrophic outbursts 
of man’s primitive nature. Tragic 
as violence is to those personally 
involved, the experience of sudden­ 
ly losing a friend taken for granted 
is unique. At such a time who has 
not taken stock of himself and 
profited therefrom? 
As I have written before, grief 
is one of our necessary emotions 
whose expression we must encour- 
age. Bottled-up grief can 
be 
a 
great 
danger 
to 
later 
mental 
health. I am not sure that the 
pagan exaltation of the corpse by 
the mortician is very useful in 
expressing grief, but I am con­ 
vinced that the religious rites of 
returning the body to the ground 
and committing the spirit to im­ 
mortality has a real place in what 
we call the “ emotional economy’’. 
Balancing the emotional budget is 
sometimes as difficult as balancing 
the family financial budget. 
It is a normal and desirable ten­ 
dency to accentuate the positive 
attributes of the deceased and to 
forget or forgive the defects. (Oc­ 
casionally when the deceased was 
an enemy memory turns him into 
an extreme demon and we recall 
none of his charities.) After a few 


years or a few centuries, this pro­ 
cess of forgetting, forgiving, and 
overemphasizing converts an or- . 
dinary mortal into a veritable 
saint. 
In some ways perhaps it is better 
to remember that such a' person 
was very human indeed and in 
addition had the energy and will­ 
ingness to do many “ good” things 
of which we ourselves are cap­ 
able. When a person liv^s it is 
healthy that we should quarrel with 
him and oppose him on certain 
issues. There is no conflict with a 
shadow, but we can make it our 
ally. This shadow or spirit of the 
person which resides in our mem­ 
ory of them is a powerful force 
because of its mystery. The older 
the memory the more “ pure” , the 
more absolute, and the less subject 
to contradiction. 
So long as it keeps some touch 
with human reality, these memor­ 
ies are real motivating forces in 
giving us a purpose and goal in 
our own lives. Indeed, if it were 
not for the fact that we exper­ 
ience 
these 
emotions 
through 
people in our own lives, the larger 
saints would fade away into the 
realm of the supernatural. They 
have really gained their meaning 
from people like ourselves who 
have died in humilitv.

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OBSERVATIONS

In a couple of months now a 
year will have passed since a com­ 
mittee was appointed by the War­ 
ren borough council to study the 
sewage plant problem. The plans 
were supposed to be brought up to 
date by the engineers so that a 
present day price could be known.* 
There also was some hint of fast 
action before more school bond 
issues raised the cost of financing. 
Except for the use of WPA labor 
to build most of the new sewers 
needed to serve such a plant, War­ 
ren never has done anything about 
the sewage plant except stall off 
the state orders. The state law 
says a town must have a sewage 
plant. It has said this for many 
years and the state has made 
little noises about enforcement, but 
we still have no plant. 
The delay has proved costly to 
all concerned. The people of the 
state have had filth in their river 
for too many years. Recreational 
attractions have been reduced with 
an annual loss of income that has 
mounted into the many thousands, 
and it will cost a much fancier 
figure to do the job today than 
when officials of the past who boas­ 
ted so loudly of the debt they kept 
off our back, began the stalling 
tactics. 
They giggled and simpered about 
their cute maneuvering like a flock 
of adolescents. Tomorrow 
the 
people who will have to foot the 
doubled up bill might like to have 
them where the hair is short. 
Today the stalling may be sav­ 
ing us money. Perhaps prices will 
come down. But we are skeptical 
about that possibility and we are 
sure that anything that will bring 
outsiders to our shores for pleasure 
will add to the area’s welfare. If 
the deer season pays well for two 
weeks, the fishing, boating, and 
other water sports should do well 
by us during the warm weather 
months. 
Council also was warned nearly 
a year ago by Solicitor Knox Har­ 
per that action concerning ac­ 
quisition of land should be taken 
immediately. He suggested that ef­ 
forts to make this more difficult, 
and in fact nearly impossible, were 
in the law mill. 
Warren needs 
some land between its border and 
the site it bought for a plant, if 
that site is to be made a part of 
the borough. 
For this reason we probably 
should at least be taking some 
steps toward the completion of a 
needed job. Up to date plans, in­ 
cluding 
the 
latest 
purification 
methods, knowledge about 
our 
sewer system, much of which needs 
attention before a plant is built, 
and other major items are con­ 
fronting us before we start check­ 
ing out the half million for the 
actual plant.
